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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled Love Camp 7 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD entided Love Camp 7 deals with matters such as sex, violence and cruelty to such an 
extent, and in such a manner, that its availability is likely to be injurious to the public good. While 
the violence and cruelty depicted in the feature are not of a high degree in terms of contemporary 
realism, the extent to which, and the manner in which, these matters are presented would be 
injurious to the public good. The systematic rape, restraint, humiliation and beating of nude 
women are presented throughout the feature in an eroticised manner for the titillation of male 
viewers. In presenting such images, the publication both exploits the nudity of women and 
presents real and tragic events in a flippant and offensive way. 

Love Camp 7, is an 'exploitation' genre film that deliberately presents violence against women and 
sexual violence in a manner designed for titillation and entertainment. A contemporary audience is 
invited not only to be titillated by the sight of women's nude bodies as they are exposed to high 
pressure hoses, dragged around, raped, tied up and beaten, but to be amused by these depictions. 
These elements in the dominant effect exacerbate rather than diminish the likelihood of injury to 
the public good that arises out of its tendency to promote and support the use of violence or 
coercion to compel any person to participate in, or submit to, sexual conduct. 

A classification of "objectionable" places a limit on the right to the freedom of expression as set 
out in sl4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This outcome is consistent, however, with 
Parliament's intention that publications falling under section 3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 are deemed to be objectionable. The classification is also a 
reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of a free and 
democratic society to limit the availability of publications that promote and support, or tend to 
promote and support the use of violence or coercion to compel any person to participate in, or 
submit to, sexual conduct. 
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
